Tentative findings of the George 
Washington University professors who 
subjected eight students to sleepless 
tests last summer, point to the.“lntoxl- 
cation theory of sleep,” according to a 
research bulletin issued last week oij 
“Experimental Insomnia." 

“When the drunkard becomes intoxi- 
cated, what does he do?" reads the 
bulletin. “Sleep! And, as\a rule, 
wakes up de-toxifled. So In the case of 
our experiments, when the subjects re- 
tired after 60 hours of Insomnia, the 
chemical and microscopical analyses of 
both their blood and urino, pointed to 
a stute of intoxication, which Was 
cured by a short period of slpep.”

experiments conducted 
under more carefully controlled comlt- 
.tlons It may be possible to cut down 
the sleep of an Individual to a maxi- 
mum of {fix hours out of twenty-four, 
thus increasing his productiveness by 
one fourth. The scientists believe that 
rest Is not so much a matter of length 
of sleep as depth of sleep, and ability 
of the human organisms to adjust 
themselves to* the hours of sleep al- 
lotted. 

Sleep Matter of Habit 

To quote the published statements: 
"If this assumption he true, the length 
of time that people sleep is very 
largely a question of habit. It might 
be possible to cause their sleeping 
mechanisms to work faster, just as by 
a series of conditioned reflexes we can 
make the salivary glands work faster. 
Another thing that sqems to support' 
this Idea is the fact thpt the first two 
hours of sleep are proved to he very 
much deeper than the last two." 

The professors account for dreams 
by placing them In one of the stages 
of sleep having little depth, at some 
time after the second hour. 

‘Uf by building up new habits,” they 
continue, “or by the discovery of some 
other means whereby the amount of 
sleep required by most persons can be 
cut down to six hours instead of eight 
a night, It would he possible to iln 
crease our period of productiveness 
one-fourth.
